7th,” said Mr. Neal. “It just didn’t 
really seem at all feasible we’d be 
able to open on the 7th. It wasn’t a 
surprise to us. This is what we’ve 
been hearing as we've been following 
it through the weeks.” 

Though Mr. Neal and the school 
department were skeptical about the 
chances for a timely opening, as 
recently as last week School Building 
Committee members still main- 
tained the schools would open on 
time. 

“IT think that they were optimistic 
that it would happen,” said Mr. Neal. 
“South School is very close to the tar- 
get... and the High School is a major 
project.” 

Mr. Neal had set Monday as a 
deadline for receiving information so 
he could decide whether school could 
open to students on Thursday, Sept. 
7, as originally planned. 

When told of the difficulties with 
the South and High School projects, 
officials decided postponing the 
opening for all schools was the best 
solution. Schools will now open 
Tuesday, Sept. 12, delaying the open- 
ing three school days. 

Mr. Neal said there were several 
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reasons for this decision, including 
transportation, cost and contractual 
issues. 

Another consideration was some 
families rely on their older children 
to take care of the younger ones, and 
having only some schools in session 
for three days “would be a hardship 
to some families if they had children 
at different schools,” he said. 

The superintendent said the extra 
time will help with both construction 
work and with putting new furniture 
and old materials back into the class- 
rooms. 

“They (construction workers) are 
working extended hours during the 
day and they're also working week- 
ends,” said Mr. Neal. “At the High 
School, this will allow them to get the 
cafeteria area finished, which was in 
doubt.” 

According to Tom Meyers, teach- 
ers union president, some teachers 
remain “concerned about what is the 
condition of the (classroom) and will 
the supplies be there and will teach- 
ers have time to set up.” 

He said he had talked to Mr. Neal 
about having parent volunteers run- 
ning large-group activities to free 
teachers to prepare their classroom, 


State waiver could trim year 

Because of the delayed opening, 
the school system will have to iron 
out this and other small contractual 
issues with Andover’s teachers. 

Mr. Meyers and Mr. Neal said 
they do not expect this to be a prob- 
lem. 

However, Mr. Meyers said there is 
a chance Andover may not have to 
make up the missed three days later 
in the year. 

For this to happen, the school sys- 
tem must apply for a waiver and the 
State must agree to waive Andover’s 
requirement for time students 
should spend in school. 

It appears unlikely this will hap- 
pen. 

According to Jan Feldman, educa- 
tion specialist at the state’s Depart- 
ment of Education, for a waiver to be 
approved “what’s needed by the com- 
missioner is some pretty strong evi- 
dence that the school has tried hard” 
to meet the time requirement. 

Under education reform, the state 
is moving quickly toward requiring 
990 hours of structured learning time 
for secondary students and 900 hours 
for elementary students. 


Assuming a waiver is. not 
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approved, Andover officials will decide if the 
three days should be made up at the end of 
the year, during vacation periods, or on Sat- 
urdays. 

Mr. Meyers, who mentioned these three 
options as possible solutions, said he 
believes “the best way to do it (decide) 
because parents and students have an inter- 
est — is to sit down with the stake-holders and 
decide what’s best.”

ter to town planners. 

But it has yet to be accepted. 

Most recently, Heritage Lane was 
withdrawn prior to April Town Meet- 
ing because of title problems, accord- 
ing to John Bryden, special town coun- 
sel. 

The town currently holds no guaran- 
tee money to ensure the completion of 
Heritage Lane. Mr. Butler posted the 
original $35,000 bond Nov. 8, 1982. This 
was reduced a month later to $25,000, 
and was held by the town treasurer in 
the form of a passbook to a bank 
account, according to town records. 

But in June 1983, then-planning 
director Jonathan Gilmore accepted a 
letter of credit for the town and allowed 
the release of Mr. Butler’s passbook. 

That letter of credit expired in 1988. 
The board established a new perfor- 
mance guarantee of $17,000 in 1992, but 
according to town records, that guar- 
antee money was never submitted by 
Mr. Butler. 


Schedule for completion 

Planners don’t want Newman Hill 
Drive to become another Heritage 
Lane. 

“Nothing that’s been offered before 
the board has been complied with,” 
said Michael Miller, board chairman.

The coat, the 
feathers in the chief’s hair and the use of the word 
“Andover” are a few of the details that change in the var- 
ious interpretations, said Ms. Thibault.

Jewelry and credit cards were 
taken in the Haggetts Pond Road 
break, which was reported at 
6:15 p.m. on Monday, July 31. 


The credit cards were used to 
buy $400 to $500 worth of leather 
jackets at the Methuen Mall 
about an hour and a half after 
the theft. 


“We recovered a leather jack- 
et that was purchased with the 
credit card and we recovered 
some jewelry,” Detective Pattul- 
lo said Wednesday morning. 
“He’s suspected in numerous 
other breaks that have occurred 
in town. Those break are still 
under investigation and we hope 
to tie him to those shortly.” 


Those include between six 
and 10 other breaks in Andover 
that have occurred since the 
beginning of July, Detective Pat- 
tullo said.

“When they withdrew they said they 
would reserve their right and I suspected 
they would do something like this or they'd 
submit it as part of a larger claim,” said Mr. 
Stapezynski. 

Mr. Stapczynski said architects are main- 
taining the plans have the information the 


contractor needs to work on the High School. 
Although Stone-Congress earlier had 
requested a stop-work order, Mr. Stapezyns- 
ki said he expected construction work to con- 
tinue during the lawsuit. 

“Work is continuing and we're working to 
have all schools open on Sept. 12,” he said. 
“Probably the word that I’d want to get out to 
the residents is this is public construction 
and in public construction (this can) 
happen.” 

Mr. Stapezynski said there was “not a 
word” that Andover High School would open 
later than Sept. 12. 

Stone-Congress and architects have been 
blaming each other for delays in the project 
for months now. According to Jim Marsh, 
School Building Committee member, the 
construction contract says the contractor 
can’t receive extra money because of delays, 
only extra time to complete the project. 


Group won't accept raising 
funds for recreation center

If the town wants to build a recreation 
center at Recreation Park it may have to do 
so with tax money.

September “because right now the rec center 
is just an idea.” 

The Youth Council, which will take on 
new members in a few weeks, will have to 
decide if it wants to continue pursuing the 
idea of a youth center, he said. 

“Once we get the new Youth Council in 
place we're going to be deciding what is the 
new charter for the Youth Council. (Last 
week) I just basically told them what the sit- 
uation was and asked them to think about 
their options and we'd get back and talk 
about it in September,” said Mr. Major. 

Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, also is 
interested in meeting on the subject. 


“| will talk to Brian and perhaps I will 
have to work with the ACCEPT group to 
answer any questions they have,” said Mr. 
Stapezynski. He said he had not considered 
whether public funds would be used to build 
a recreation center.

Andover’s eight schools. All 
requests have been approved 
by the School Committee. In 
addition, “Jump Start” has 
been funded. 

The aims of the Jump Start 
programs are to train teachers 
on state-of-the-art Apple Mac- 
intosh and IBM PC-compatible 
computer systems, and to pro- 
vide them with an environ- 
ment in which to design and 
plan the integration of technol- 
ogy into the curriculum. To

achieve these goals, it was 
decided to completely furnish 
three computer labs; one each 
at the High School, Doherty 
Middle School and West Mid- 
dle School. In addition, 40 com- 
puters were recently distribut- 
ed among Andover’s eight 
schools to allow teachers to 
reinforce and experiment with 
what they had learned in the 
lab setting when they return to 
their home schools. Each of 
the computer labs consists of 


28 to 30 computers, education- 
al software packages, printers 
and peripherals. 

In the spring, Andover 
teachers signed up in record 
numbers for training. Refer- 
ring to the full enrollment of 
more than 125 teachers for 
nine computer literacy cours- 
es, Denise Littlefield, former

he town of Andover is about to have its 
350th anniversary. To commemorate

Andover, A Century of Change: 1896-1996. If

Motley Richardson to provide some local his- 
tory knowledge and encourage the sale of 
Andover, A Century of Change: 1896-1996. 
Automobiles 

“I have tried unsuccessfully to ascertain 
who owned the first automobile in the town.” 

Claude Feuss, in Andover: A Symbol of New 
England, The Evolution of A Town, p. 374. 

The first speed limit was established by 
the Selectmen in 1904. The limit was 10 miles 
per hour in town and 15 miles per hour out- 
side thickly settled areas. In 1908, the Towns- 
man reported, “Many autoists have been in 
court for speeding, Special Officer Meyers- 
cough testifying that certain machines were 
going 20 miles an hour.” 

The first eight-cylinder car registered in 
Andover was a Cadillae touring car owned 
by A.P. Thompson in 1915. 

The first “silent policeman” was installed 
at the intersection of Elm and Main streets in 
1915. The first stoplight was installed at the 
intersection of Main and Chestnut streets in 
1929. 

The first parking meters were installed 
along Main Street in 1948. They were 
removed while Richard Bowen was town 
manager (1964-1969). 

Everett Collins told Bill Dalton that he 
remembers a 12-year-old driving his father’s 
car around Andover and driving him to

Junior Choir rehearsal at Christ Church. 
Collins was born in 1894, and we can guess he 
was about 10 years old when he sang in the 
Junior Choir. There were no requirements 
for a license then — you just had to know how 
to operate a car. The boy’s father sold 
Packards, 

Eve Cross Glendenning, whose father was 
Jerome Cross of Cross Coal Co., says that her 
father claimed to have the first car in 
Andover. She remembers him coming to pick 
her up at kindergarten in a funny little road- 
ster with a deck out back. That would have 
been 1910 or 1911. The family lived at the cor- 
ner of Bartlet and Chapman streets. 

Marguerite Anderson says that her aunt, 
Josephine Ganley, used to work as a nurse 
for elderly people. One day, Marguerite 
stopped by where her aunt was working for a 
woman named Mary Bell on Morton Street, 
to show off her new car. Miss Bell came out 
to admire the car, saying, “I had the pleasure 
of having the first automobile to come up 
Main Street in Andover.” 

Bertha Scott Torrey Peterson believes that 
her father, Dr. John Paine Torrey, had the 
first car. “He had a car that used a rod for 
steering in 1910 — we have a picture of it with 
the 1910 license plate — then later he got a 
Ford,” she says. “He brought many old 
Andoverites into the world before he left 
Andover in 1914 to go west and make money 
in Oklahoma. We used to come back sum- 
mers to our house on Stinson Road.” Eventu- 
ally, Peterson came back to Andover for 
good, winterizing the house, caring for her 
mother. 

Marian Pearson has the rare distinction of 
being born in the Arco building in 1914. “My 
father was foreman of the Andover Press,”

We warn the shift supervisor that 
we will be out and about all night. We 
head off. It is cool out, a welcome 
change after the hot day. Lt. Avery 
Says it’s the first night in a month he 
could turn the air conditioner off in the 
office and open a window. 

About 1 a.m. — Gilberto Nieves of 
Methuen, the clerk at Christy's Market 
on Railroad Street, is on the phone, but 
lays the phone down to help us find 
cream for our coffee. He has been 
working the late-night shift at 
Christy’s for “a couple of months.”

were needed. 

1:20 a.m. ~ The sole occupant of the 
first car, a man, is laid over on the seat 
of his Nissan Sentra. He is semicon: 
scious, groaning and trying to move, 
He turns enough to show his forehead 
is torn up and bloody where it hit the 
windshield. We hear sirens in the dis- 
tance and we assure the man that help 
is on the way. We tell him not to try to 
move. 

An officer is leaning over the driver 
in the second car, who is pinned in the 
wreckage of his Hyundai Excel. The 
man’s head moves slightly, and I am 
relieved to know that, at least for now, 
he’s alive. We back off a bit to let arriv- 
ing emergency personnel do their jobs. 

1:28 a.m. — The Jaws of Life is used 
to disassemble the Excel from around 
its driver. It also is used to pry a door 
from the Nissan, 

Two medflight helicopters are en 
route and will land on the highway just 
north of the accident scene. Without 
much ado, the scene is now filled with 
people. I try to do a quick count, but 
can only estimate it to be about 20 fire- 
fighters, police and medical personnel,

1:40 a.m. ~ The first helicopter 
lands, Officer Radford explains that he 
was traveling northbound and had just 
pulled over in the breakdown lane to 
assist a disabled motorist when he saw 
the Nissan go by him southbound in 
the northbound lane and traveling 
about 5 mph. He later says it was more 
like 10-15 mph. He put on his blue

man for WHDH Channel 7, is working 
the 11:30-7:30 shift. Nat Whittemore, of 
WBZ-TV Channel 4, was “babysitting” 
a party of 1,300 in Boston’s Combat 
Zone, where police had expected there 
might be trouble, when he heard about 
the crash and drove up I-93. 

As we leave the scene we see anoth- 
er television cameraman running 
down to the crash scene, 

2:05 a.m. — West Andover Mobil on 
Route 133. As I’m pumping gas, one of 
the medflight helicopters flies over. 

The door at the gas station is locked 
at night and the only service is through 
the small window at the attendant’s 
Station. That means no bathrooms. 
Ugh. It also means no Dunkin Donuts 
coffee, because that service is inside 
the station and also closed for the 
night. 

“They lock the door at 11 for securi- 
ty reasons,” Matt, the attendant, tells 
us. Matt, who is from Andover but who 
doesn’t want to give his last name, has 
been on the 10-p.m.-to-6 a.m. shift since 
January, 

“I'm a song writer,” he says. 

He says a lot of teen-agers come in 
late at night for snacks, 

2:23 a.m. — Gas in the car, we head 
to the Tage Inn on River Road to find a 
bathroom. Larry Cohen, an owner of 
Graphic Color Corp. in the Lawrence 
Industrial Park, is checking into a 
room for the night. 

“We've been so busy that we’ve just 
been working around the clock,” Mr. 
Cohen says. Graphic Color just relocat- 
ed to Lawrence from Boston, “Real 
estate here is good and there is a rather 
good labor pool,” Mr, Cohen says. 

Al Paterson, manager on duty at the 
Tage five nights a week, has been 
working the late-night shift for “10 or 
11 years.” 

“T like the night shift. I couldn’t deal 
with days,” Mr. Paterson says,

Sometimes people check in at all 
hours while other nights are quiet, Mr, 
Paterson says.

2:40 a.m. — I notice Bailey's Mobil 
on River Road is open. (I also notice 
Lisa yawning.) 

2:51 a.m. — Back at Christy’s for cof: 
fee. Gilberto is off the phone and 
sweeping the floor. The coffee pot is 
refilled. He says the bell that rings 
every time someone opens the front 
door drives him nuts. (Lisa, just back 
from a vacation in Las Vegas, says it 
sounds just like when someone hits the 
jackpot on a slot machine.) 

2:58 a.m. — Back in the car, We've 
done about 20 miles. We stop on Main 
Street to take some photos. The down- 
town is empty. As we’re shooting in 
Elm Square, a Volkswagen van pulls 
up to the light. Dan Buchholz, the driv-

Joe Tevald, the pharmacist on duty, 
has been working nights for a year and 
a half. 

“It’s enjoyable,” Mr. Tevald says. 
“The emergency rooms keep us pretty 
busy. There’s a pretty steady flow of 
customers.” 

George Langevin, night-shift super- 
visor, has been working nights five 
years, since the store opened. Derek 
McCarthy, AHS class of '89, now living 
in Lawrence, is working the 10 p.m. to 7 
a.m. shift. 

Mr. Langevin tells a story about a 
guy who came in at 3 a.m. a couple of 
weeks ago. He was wearing nothing 
but a bathing suit, was soaking wet and 
bought an instant camera. Then he 
asked if Mr. Langevin could take his 
picture. Mr. Langevin said yes, and the 
man ran out to his car and came’ back: 


“He came in, he’s got no shirt, no 
shoes, just a bathing suit, a smile on 
and a 38-inch bass” he’d just caught at 
Plum Island. The man said Andover’s 
CVS was the only place he could find 
open all the way from Newburyport. 

Then there was the flasher. About 
three years ago a woman came in wear- 
ing a raincoat and commented that she 
was cold. Mr. Langevin said it was, but 
that at least she had on a raincoat. She 
said, ‘Yeah. But that’s all,’ and opened 
up her jacket to reveal all. She bought 
her cigarettes and left. 

Sometimes kids — 13 or 14 years old - 
come in at 4 a.m. and he wonders 
where they are coming from and where 
their parents are, Mr. Langevin says. 
Drunks come in quite often and just a 
week earlier he had to call a cab for 
one,

“The guy’s just staggering,” Mr. 
Langevin says. “I thought he walked in 
but he drove.” 

Police often come into CVS and 
there’s one state trooper who comes in 
at least twice a week to pick up diapers 
on his way home. Business picks up at 
about 10 p.m., then again at 1 a.m., and 
it's “a zoo” from 1 to 2 a.m., after the 
bars close. Then after 2 a.m., it gets 
busy again after the Boston bars close. 

“It slows down roughly about 3 
a.m.,” Mr. Langevin says, then it picks 
up again at 5 a.m. “From 5:30 to 7 it’s 
pretty tough to get off the register. 
Then on a weekend it’s all night.” 

4:30 a.m. — Back in the car. 

4:42 a.m. — First hint of light in the 
Kastern sky. 

4:43 a.m.,, a long freight train goes 
through and blows its horn at St. 
Augustine’s Cemetery grade crossing. 

4:52 a.m. — Lisa the photographer 
dies out on me and I’m on my own, 

4:45 a.m. — 1 pass Christy’s, but 
don’t stop. The Dunkin Donuts van is 
in the lot, there to restock the dough- 
nuts for the morning rush of com- 
muters. I stop and talk to Vladimir 
Starzhevskiy, of Andover, who is in the 
little red car delivering papers along 
Main Street. He is from Russia and 
moved here three years ago. He works 
days as a software engineer in 
Somerville. He picks up the papers in 
Wilmington at 4 a.m., then delivers 
them house to house along Elm, High 
and North Main streets. He also drops 
a bundle off at 22 Railroad St. for anoth- 
er driver, 

4:50 a.m. — Three police cruisers are 
getting gas at the Highway Department 
on Lewis Street. Traffic is picking up. 

5 a.m. —- There is some blue evident 
in the sky. There are a half dozen cars, 
including a police cruiser, at Dunkin 
Donuts on North Main Street waiting 
for the shop to open. The lights come 
on at 5:04 and the doors are opened. 


5:20 a.m. —- Ralph Tufano takes a 
minute from driving the town’s 
street sweeper on Main Street. 


Erin O’Keefe is serving coffee, having 
just started her 5-11:30 a.m. shift. 

“T usually work afternoons,” she 
says, 

Jennifer Roy, of Andover, always 
works the early mornings. 

“T usually get here at 4:30,” she says. 

Nancy Faranna, a clerk at the 
Andover post office, is here for her 
morning coffee. 

“Tm usually at work at 4:30. I’m 
late,’ Ms. Faranna says. She then says 
not to put it in the paper that she is 
late. 

John Delaney works for Andover 
cab and is in for his “morning fix” 
before reporting for his 5 a.m. shift. 
(He's also late.) 

5:16 a.m. 
South Lawrence, is walking up North 
Main Street near Railroad Street. He is 
a custodian at Phillips Academy and 
walks the three miles to work every 
morning. He isn’t due at work until 7 
a.m., but says he’s got something to do 
beforehand this morning so he's going 
in early. 

5:20 a.m. — Ralph Tufano is driving 
the town’s street sweeper on Main 
Street. He does the downtown streets 
every weekday morning starting at 5 
a.m, He has been an employee of the 
town 27 years and has been sweeping 
for 15 years. He'll work until 3:30 p.m. 

“T love it,” Mr. Tufano says, and 
adds that he doesn’t see a whole lot that 
is unusual at that hour of morning. 
“There’s a lot of people that walk.” 

People walk dogs and jog, he says, 
and it’s “nice and peaceful in the morn- 
ing.” 

5:30 a.m. — Leo Yuskus of Woburn is 
unloading his canoe from his pickup 
truck at Field Pond on Harold Parker 
Road in the state forest. It is just before 
day break and he is going bass fishing 
for large-mouth bass, and says the fish- 
ing is “fair.” 

5:40 a.m. — Crows are out in small 
groups along the roadside. 

5:42 a.m. —- Tony Zingarelli, of 
Methuen, is waiting for the commuter 
train. He’s an X-ray technician at Mas- 
sachusetts General Hospital in Boston 
and starts work at 7 a.m. He says 20-25 
people are usually waiting for the 
train, but that increases in bad weath- 
er. He gets up at 5 a.m. to make this 
train, 

“The train ride is relaxing actually, 
Mr. Zingarelli says. He has his Walk- 
man-type radio, his paper and the 
crossword puzzle. 

5:46 a.m. — Alan Coon, of Andover, 
talks while he hurries toward the train 
platform. He says he’s no relation to 
state Rep. Gary Coon, R-Andover. 

“T’m actually a Democrat.” 

Mr. Coon is a chemical engineer for 
Aspen Technology in Cambridge. He 
takes the train every morning. He 
would probably go in earlier if there 
were an earlier train.

If construction at Andover’s 
public schools only delays the 
opening of schools by three days, 
then the community has a great 
deal to be grateful for. We hope 
builders are able to stick to the 
Sept. 12 opening date. 


And we think Tom Meyers, 
president of the teachers union, 
makes a good suggestion: Let all 
the parties involved — teachers, 
administrators, parents and, we 
might add, students themselves — 
talk about how to make up the 
three days: in the summer, on 
weekends, when? 


Construction at the schools has 
produced another problem. If 
you’ve ever been a teacher, espe- 
cially an elementary-school teach- 
er, you understand how impor- 
tant it is to spend a few days 
arranging and settling your class- 
room before your students return 
for opening day in the fall. 
Andover teachers must be wor- 
ried about finding that time, now 
that construction people will be 
working up to the very last 
moment. 


The community will have to 
work hard to stay cool regarding 
the delays and inconveniences in 
the schools, due to construction. 
Voters decided it was worth $40.5 
million to bring schools and edu- 
cational programs up to date. 
Now it’s worth it to work out 
some of the resulting kinks. 


When we’re tempted to give 
into a temper tantrum because 
sehool opening won’t go as 
smoothly as we’d like, it would be 
beneficial to think about four 
months in the future, when teach- 
ers and students — and therefore 
the entire community — will bene- 
fit from the upgraded schools.

Classmates abandoned Citadel’s Ist female

“I, Shannon Faulkner, do solemnly 
swear...” 

These are the words Ms. Faulkner 
— the woman who fought for more 
than two years to get into the all- 
male Citadel military school — never 
got to say, 

And after all the legal battles, the 
medial blitz and 
the harassment 
by those who 
should have been 
her staunchest 
supporters — her 
classmates — Ms. 
Faulkner suc- 
cumbed to physi- 
cal problems just 
prior to taking 
the oath of office 
Aug, 15. 

She decided to 
leave the school four days later, as 
the rest of the entering cadets 
endured “Hell Week.” 

Why did she want to go through 
such an intensive program? Why 
would the woman want to enter a 
male domain? And why did she 
resign so quickly? 

“...that I will support and defend 
the Constitution of the United 
States...” 

Eighteen summers ago, I was fin-

ishing my own Hell Week, or more 
accurately, Hell Two Months. As a 
member of the second class with 
women at the United States Naval 
Academy, I was one of more than 
1,400 new midshipmen entering the 
class of 1981, 83 of them women. 

I entered with some lofty dreams: 
serving my country, bringing honor 
to the Navy, my family, myself, I 
really didn’t even think about the 
male-female issue; I just wanted to 
become a naval officer, to go to sea 
and to follow my dreams. 

Immediately after I spoke the 
words that Ms. Faulkner didn’t get to 
say, that lofty-dreams part quickly 
subsided and was replaced with a 
will to just plain survive. 

By 6 a.m. every day during that 
first summer, I was out running with 
my company — 33 men, three women, 
six gnarly upperclassmen who only 
knew how to scream - and the train- 
ing instructor from hell. Back at 7, I 
had to shower and change to my 
finest dress-white uniform, then be 
ready for formation and an inspec- 
tion at 7:17. Missing the formation, 
being late or even having the knot of 
a necktie too big meant spending the 
next Saturday in 100-degree heat, 
running endless miles with full gear 
and rifle to atone for the transgres- 
sion. 


I learned quickly. Pay attention to 
details, never be late, do the best I 
could always — and be prepared for 
an occasional defeat. The game is 
played to teach plebes (first-year 
midshipmen) that there isn’t always 
a win-win situation. I had to learn to 
accept defeat and to work from there. 

What was important was the sup- 
port within my company, especially 
from my classmates. There was nev- 
er a moment to stop and relax. There 
was always some place that I had to 
be, something that I had to learn. The 
days and weeks were structured so 
that no single person could succeed 
alone. I needed my classmates, and 
they needed me. Together, we memo- 
rized page after page from the manu- 
als. We carried hurting classmates to 
finish a five-mile run together. We 
cried together, we laughed together, 
we banded together to face the chal- 
lenges that the squad leaders would 
throw at us day after day, There was 
no other way. 

“against all enemies, both for- 
eign and domestic...” 

Together, we also plotted revenge 
on our supposedly well-meaning 
squad leaders, Blocking the entrance 
to their room with, say a Coke 
machine, then giving the five-minute 
call for morning formation was a

The ZBA, 
who were greeted by a very large 
turnout of concerned residents for 
their early Saturday morning site visit 
to Poor Street, spent about one hour at 
the site before adjourning to Memorial 
Hall Library to deliberate the condo- 
minium proposal further. 

In a swift move, all five voting mem- 
bers of the ZBA agreed the proposed 
development would have a detrimental 
impact on the character of the neigh- 
borhood and voted in opposition of the 
special permit requested by the devel- 
oper. Among the concerns of the neigh- 
borhood, the project proposed to con- 
struct eight condominium units on a 
mere three-quarters of an acre. 

The ZBA should pat themselves on 
the back for recognizing that ultimate- 
ly this was not a good project for Shaw- 
sheen Village. The Andover Historical 
Commission, headed by Karen Her- 
man, is also to be commended for voic- 
ing their opposition to this project 
from the very beginning. The Andover 
Planning Board too deserves credit for 
the ongoing concerns they expressed 
throughout discussions of this propos- 
al. Andover residents need to under- 
stand that these committees, com- 
prised entirely of volunteers from the 
local community, are routinely faced 
with difficult decisions. In this case, we 
compliment each of them for their 
thorough and professional approach 
and for their concern that the right 
thing be done. 

To the members of the neighbor- 
hood steering committee and the many 
residents who attended numerous 
hearings and early morning site visits, 
you should all be proud of what you 
have accomplished thus far. The com- 
mon passion you share for Shawsheen 
Village and the tireless commitment 


you made to voice your concerns 
should serve as an inspiration to other 
Andover neighborhoods whose charm, 
tranquility and/or historic character 
are threatened by development. You 
cannot be thanked enough for your 
support. 

We probably have not seen the last 
of some type of proposed project at the 
historic Poor Street site. For now, how- 
ever, we should all be congratulated for 
a job well done.

Development

Editor, Townsman: 

As a life-long resident of Andover, I 
find two developments being proposed 
to the town’s Planning Board to be very 
disturbing — the Poor Street condo 
development, and the Sterling Oakes 
subdivision. It is imperative that Mr. 
Colyer, our town planning director, 
Mr. Miller, Planning Board chairman, 
the remaining Planning Board mem- 
bers and the Conservation Commission 
continue their careful consideration of 
the projects before approving them. 

The Poor Street condo development 
must be prohibited, not only for the 
obvious reason that this is a “historic 
home, listed on the national register,” 
but also for the sake of the surrounding 
neighbors and homes. A home built in 
1820 must be preserved. By approving 
the Stoneridge Development, the town 
Planning Board members would be 
allowing the destruction of the integri- 
ty of the original home and neighbor- 
hood. They would also be sending the 
message to its neighbors and the citi- 
zens of Andover that our town govern-

points of calculus; I helped them orga- 
nize a 50-page research paper in naval 
history. We worked together, depended 
on each other and trusted each other 
from those first days of plebe summer 
to that moment four years later when 
we threw our hats into the air at gradu- 
ation.

I served a little more than five years 
after graduation. Perhaps the hardest 
thing for me to accept was missing the 
chance to serve at sea. There were very 
few ships that women were allowed to 
serve aboard in 1981; only five of my 
female classmates went to sea. I missed 
out on an operational billet and didn’t 
get the chance to spread my wings. 

But others in my class did. My class- 
mate Wendy Lawrence is a space-shut- 
tle astronaut, the first female service- 
academy graduate to reach out to the 
stars. 

Sadly, another of my friends and 
classmates, Cary Jones, became the 
first woman to die while piloting a 


fighter aircraft. Cary’s jet crashed dur- 
ing a training run just a year after she 
graduated from the Academy. 

Since then, women have become, 
more and more, a vital part of the 
nation’s armed forces. Annapolis, West 
Point, the Air Force and Coast Guard 
academies have been open to women 
for nearly 20 years. The Citadel was 
bound to open its doors to women; it 
was just a matter of time. 

“and that I will obey the orders of 
the President of the United States and 
the orders of the officers appointed over 
me according to regulations and the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice...” 

What bothers me most about Ms. 
Faulkner’s exit from Citadel is the 
reaction of the cadets, her classmates. 
They stood, taunting her from the 
gates, as she announced her decision to 
leave. 

Dressed in starched and pressed mil- 
itary uniforms, the future of the United 
States Army stood there waving and 
jeering at the young woman, singing 
“Hey-hey-goodbye,” as they slapped 


high-fives to celebrate their victory 
over this lonely enemy. 

I don’t want this sort of brave, 
young man protecting me from any- 
thing. 

These men will go on. They’ll super- 
vise women; they’ll have to answer to 
women. They just don’t have a clue. 

Shannon Faulkner never had a 
chance. Her classmates let her down. 
At the Naval Academy this was called 
“bilging a classmate.” No offense could 
possibly be worse. 

Ms. Faulkner’s classmates have 
shown a nation the way they’re going 
to handle new situations and the pres- 
sures of leadership. In less than two 
years, they will become officers in our 
Armed Forces. 

How do you think they’re going to 
do?

the Patti in town. Unfortunately, your 
recent interview shows that this vision has 
become somewhat clouded. I do not believe 
the youth of Andover will rally behind your 
community center for a multiplicity reasons. 
First and foremost is the continual rejection 
of the initiative the youth have taken. For 
once the youth said, we do not want anything 
but your approval. We do not need your mon- 
ey, we do not need your staff, we only need 
your approval and a place and you said no. 

Please explain to myself and all the other 
young people in Andover why it is complete- 
ly unacceptable to create a youth center at 
Rec Park, yet a community center would be 
feasible. It can’t be because there will be less 
traffic, because more parents and adult citi- 
zens drive than young people. It can’t be 
because the environmental impact will be 
less because a community center will be open 
to the use of nearly 30,000 people. It can’t be 
because it will be cheaper, because the town 
will have to fund the entire building and its 
operational expenses. 

The only possible explanation is that the 
Board of Selectmen are not willing to give the 
young people of Andover any of the responsi- 
bility they have proven themselves able to 
accept.

deeply offended by this proposal. 

Not only does it express an incredible dis- 
trust of youth, but it also seems to be an 
attempt to transfer the countless hours of 
hard work to the Board of Selectmen. It was 
the AYC that chose Rec Park as the best site 
for a youth center. It was the AYC that found 
a sponsor to fund the moneys needed. It was 
the AYC who had a vision, hammered out a 
plan, and started the ball rolling. This is a 
sad commentary on town politics. It is a dis- 
play, not of compromise, but rather of politi- 
cal maneuvering and trickery. 

I hope that you will seriously reconsider 
your position on this issue. I ask you to not 
take the safest journey toward a youth cen- 
ter, but to say “I support the future leaders of 
this town and this nation and am confident 
what they have done will withhold the test of 
time.”
